Pood  Industrj  Alvisory  Committees  to  Assist  Branches 

It  is    the  gonoral    policy  of  the  Pood  Distrihtition  Adjninistration  to 
consult  v.'ith  industries  through  Food  Indn.stry  Advisor^'  Com;nittoGS, 
and  the  rccommondations  and  advice  of  these  commit tejs  shall  "bo 
seriously  considered  in  the  formulation  and  execution  of  the  ;programs 
of  this  Administration.    Any  deviation  from  this  policy  shall  l)e 
sul3jv"5ct  to  ap"jroval  "by  the  ap~)ror)riatG  Deputy  Director, 

The  functions  of  any  such  comTiitteo  shall  "be  advisor;/  in  character, 
No  such  comnittee  shall  undertake  to  sot  policies  nor  shall  it  attempt' 
to  comel  anyone  to  com;ily  ■'..■ith  any  request  or  order  made  hy  a  puulic 
authority. 

Authority  to  form  and  service  Food  Industry  Advisory  Conu'nittees  to  - 
assist  the  various  "branches  of  the  Food  Distrioution  Administration  "by 
giving  ao.vice,  information,  and  recor.imend.-^tions  in  connection  v/ith  the 
performance  of  th:  duties  of  the  various  "branches  is  assigned  to  the 
Chief  of  the  Processors  Branch  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
Director  and  the  appropriate  Dcput;'"  Director,  su'cject  to  the  following: 

1.  Each  meeting  of  any  such  comnittee  shall  "bo  ■erosided  over  "by  a 
duly  appointed  G-ovcrnment  Chairman  rc]:)resenting  the  ap  a-opriate  "branch. 
He  shj^.ll  "bo  nominated  "b;-  the  Chief  of  the  ap-)ropriate  "branch,  the  recom- 
mendation sent  to  the  Chief  of  the  Processors  Branch,  and  shall  "be 
appointed  "by  the  Director,  su"bject  to  approval  "by  the  app.ropriate  Deputy 
Dix-ectbr. 

2.  Industry  representatives  on  such  conii'.it'cces  shall  "be  selected  on 
the  "basis  of  industry  units.    Such  representatives  sliall  "be  rccorj?.cnded 
by  the  G-overnment  Chjairman,  approved  "by  the  "branch  chief,  and  shall  "be 
invited  to  serve    "by  the  Chief  of  the    Processors  Branch,  if  he  deter- 
mines that  the  requirements  hereinafter  specified  have  "been  fill  filled. 
Appoint :-.-:ont  v;ill  "be  made  "by  the    Director  in  the  forin  of  a  letter  to  "be 
originated  "by  the  Processors  Branch, 

3.  In  addition  to  industry  representatives,  the  Chief  of  the  Processors 
Bracai'i-  ma;'",  with  the  approvtd  of  the  "bra:ich  cliief ,  invite  to  attend  any 
meeting  of  a  corrunittee  representatives  of  govermnental  agencies  v/hose 
programs  arc  specifically  concerned  in  the  agenda  of  the  mooting. 
Governmental  representation,  however,  shall  "be .  restrict cd  to  the  minimum 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  the  meeting. 
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4.  An--  such  coiunittee  shr".!!  "bo  representative  of  tno  industry-  involved. 
In  cioternining  wh3th3r  or  not  a  given  connittee  is  rcprosei.tative , 
consideration  shall  "be  given  to  the  following  factors,  ajcong  others: 
?i"3  of  companies,  geographic  distrilDUtion  of  the  industry,  i.ieii'ber ship 
in  trade  associations,  sjia.  seg:uents  of  the  industry. 

5.  Such  conraittees  shall  he  as  small  as  is  consistent  v/ith  nainto.ining 
a  representative  character,  as  indicated  in  paragraph  4  hereof. 

3.    In  general,  all  meetings  of  each  committee  shall  "be  held  in 

Washington,  D.  C.  In  case  the  regional  character  of  the  industry  or 

prohlens  involved  ma,kes  such  a,  course  impractical-,  then  meetings  in 

placis  other  thoji  Washington  may  he  held,  suhject  to  the  approval  of  the  DirccLcr. 

7.    The  Chief  of  the  Procej^sors  Branch  shall  dissolve  any  comj~'.ittee  or  terminate 
the  appointment  of  any  memher  upon  recommendation  of  the  "branch  chief, 
approved  hy  the  appropriate  Deputy  Director, 

This  memorandur.  does  not  affect  the  holding  of  informal  conferences  with 
representatives  of  industry  on  prohlems  of  a  technical  or  specialized 
nature , 

The  Cnief  of  the  Processors  Branch  shall,  suh.ject  to  the  approval  of 
his  Deputy-  Director,  have  authority  to  issue  supplementar;^-  m.emoranda  not 
inconsistent  vdth  the  foregoing.

Dir-.ctor's  Me'norandtL'n  IJo.  43  sots  forth  the  policies  mid  procedure  for  the 
3Stablishnc-^nt  of  National  ?ood  Industry  Advisor;'-  Gorr^mittees.     The  purpose  . 
of  these  coriaitt  es  is  to  advise  th-  Pood  Distribution  Administration  of 
the  food  indv-str;/' s  -orohl'^'ms  and  to  ir.?ice  recommendations  to  oe  considered 
in  the  foination  and  execvition  of  programs  of  the  Adrriini  strati  on.  Prom 
tim-^  to  tiLie,  ^.h^re  ma;;^  oe  a  need  for  similar  committees  on  a  rcgiona.l 
oasis.     These  committees,  like  their  national  covoiterpart ,  shall  he 
purely  advisory  in  character.     Care  shall  he  taicen,  in  accordance  with 
the  princi;-les  of  Director's  Memorandum  -To.  43,  to  insure  that  they  are 
truly  re  or-r.se.r.tativ«^  on  a  regional  hasis  of  the  industry  or  of  that 
segment  of  the  industry  v/hich  is  involved.     Regiona,l  adminis  ;ra'corG  shall 
be  guid?d  by  regional  attorneys  regarding  the  necessary  precautions  ■'■^hich 
must  be  observed  to  assure  committee  m.-^mb-rs  protection  from  engaging  in 
activities  v;hich  v;ill  be  subject  to  "orosecution  under  the  Anti-Tmst  lav.'s. 
Regional  p.'lmir istrators  are  hereby  delegated  authority  to; 


1.  Sstpblish  Regional  Pood  Industry  Advisor:/  Committees. 

2.  A^  )Oint  the  GoverxUient  chai'.'man. 

3.  Ajioint  the  m^m.bers  of  the  committees. 

4.  Issui  l:tters  of  ajy lOintment ,  c~ll  m'^etin^s,  issue  in- 
vivetions ,  and  designate  the  location  of  the  m^'otings. 


In  order  t}"^.t  t>.e  --/ork  of  the  Regional  Committ^^es  may  be  coordinated  \d.th 
the  v'ork  of  the  National  Committees,  any  m-mber  or  members  of  a  ITa,tional 
Committee  locatec'.  in  a  r-r'.oiion  should  be  considered  by  the  regional  admini- 
strator for  a-Toointment  to  the  Regional  Committee. 

Copies  of  the  summaries  of  all  meetings,  together  vdth  membership  rosters, 
sha.ll  be  forv;arded  to  the  Chief,  Processors  Branch,  Washington,  D.  C.

Supplement  2 


Designation  of  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairmen  of  Food  Industry  Advisory 


Paragraph  1  of  Director' s  i'iemorandum  No.  43,  issued  February  10, 
1943,  is  revised  to  read  as  follows: 

1,    Each  meeting  of  any  such  committee  shall  he  presided  over 
by  a  duly  appointed  Government  Chairman  or  V ice-Chairman,  . 
The  chief  of  the  appropriate  branch  shall  recommend  nomination 
of  the  Sovernment  Chairnian  or  Vice-Chairman  to  the  Chief  of 
the  Industry  Operations  Branch.     After  approval  of  the  nomination 
by  the  appropriate  Deputy  Director,  the  Director  shall  appoint 
the  G-overnment  Chairman  or  Vice-Chairman.
